This shows an apparent decrease in val­ 
uation of $49.037,397.32, and is an indica­ 
tion of the zeal with which communities 
9etk to avoid the payment of their just 
proportion of the public expenditures, 
it 
! is evident that the value of taxable prop­ 
erty lo Wisconsin has uot decreased since 
the assessment of 1S7S. Indeed, we all 
know that it bas materially increased, aud 
that the assessment ought to show it. I do 
not attribute the blame for these under­ 
valuations solely to assessors. They can 
not be expected to do otherwise than re­ 
ffed the public scntimeut. They are the 
agents and the servants of the people by 
whom they are elected. Nevertheless, it 
is much to bo regretted that assessments 
cannot be obtained, as the law requires, 
upon the basis of actual value.and thus show 
the real ratio of taxation. 
The question, also, as to the policy or 
right of the btate to exempt any, except 
public, property from taxation, is being 
agitated in various sections of the Btate, 
and the arguments adduced in favor of 
making every class of property contribute 
equilly to the support of the government 
winch protects it, are worthy of your moat 
considerate 
attention.

evils incident to the present system of 
assessment.

In my last annual massage, referring t > 
state tax then being collected, I said : “It 
is confidently expected that this lax will 
pay all the expenditures of the year 1379, 
and in addition, very materially reduc \ ii 
it does not entirely extinguish, the de­ 
ficiency in the general laud which ins ap­ 
peared on each first, day of January tor 
several years last past.” It gives me much 
pleasure to inform you that this expecta­ 
tion hasbeen more than realized.

It docs not need, I think, that I should 
amplify the views heretofore expressed 
upon the subject of appropriation aud 
public expenditures. It is neither prudent 
nor popular to withhold what is necessary. 
The people et Wisconsin arc not stingy, 
nor go they txpjct their representatives to 
he niggardly lo the management of public 
busine.?. They realize that penuriousness 
docs not constitute economy, and therefore 
will approve wise expenditures and ac­ 
count them profitable investments. 
EDUCATION. 
The report of the State Superintendent 
shows that the total amouot of money ex­ 
pended for the support of the common 
schools of the state for the past year, was 
$2,152,783.15, seventy-four per cent 
of 
which was for teachers’ wages; that 293, 
48G pupils atteaded these schools, and 
received instructions from 9,875 teachers 
in 5.G20 echool houses. 
The estimated 
value of these school houses is $4,319,415, 
81; of the sites upon which they are Ie ja t- 
eu, $733,520 95. and of the apparatus they 
contain, $157,012.30—an aggregate in 
vestment tor common school purposes of 
$5,214,979.00. The total number of chil­ 
dren over four aDd UDdt r twenty years of 
age, is reported at 434,353, with krs than 
3,009ol them id school districts maintaining 
schools less than five mouths in the year. 
The expenditures for the four Normal 
Schools were $72,708.07, of which $57,493,- 
40 was paid to instructors. 
The attend 
auce during the year aggregated 1,803 dif­ 
ferent pupils. 
The catalogue of the State University 
shows 481 different students in attendance 
during the year. The Board of Regents 
report $70,558 18 paid out during the year 
for current expenses of which $ 10,206.77 
were received by instructors. 
These statistics are presented tor your 
consideration, not by way of criticism or 
complaint, but with the hope that they 
will attract to the subject of education the 
attention which its importance demands 
I believe our schools are improving from 
year to year, particularly the rural dis­ 
trict schools, where the mars of our peo­ 
ple receive their education, aud mat this 
improvement Is due in large measure, 
primarily to the zealous aud intelligent 
labors of state and county superintendents, 
and the enthusiastic co-operation of the 
profersional teachers who have graduated 
from our Normal {Schools and State Uni­ 
versity, aud the excellent colleges and 
other institutions of learning not in any 
way aided by the state, it Is, therefore a 
serious misapprehension to assume, as I 
tear many do, that the only justification 
and reason for expending large sums of 
money necessary to equip and maintain 
our Normal {Schools and University, are 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 
The whole number of boys in attendance 
at the Industrial (School tor Boys, in Wau­ 
kesha, during the last fiscal year, was 435, 
aod the average attendance 425. 
The 
number admitted was 125, against 151 last 
ye r, an i the number discharged IU . The 
current expenses were $42 866.72, or at the 
rate of $100 86 per inmate, as against $114- 
52 last y ear. The amount paid for salaries 
aud wages was $13,810.36, and for subsis­ 
tence $11,097.41. The sum of $13,800.00 
has been paid towards the erection of new 
buildings. 
The managers ask for an appropriation 
of $30,000, in addition to surplus and the 
sums to be received from counties, to meet 
the expenses of the current year. 
Of the amounts heretofore appropriated 
for building purposes, there will remain, 
when the present buildings are completed 
and paid for, the sum of $5,201 74, which 
the managers propose to expend in build­ 
ing a hospital aod ice house. 
They claim 
that this sum represents in part the value 
of the labor of the boys in the erection of 
the buildings the past summer, and that it 
may therefore bu legitimately expended in 
providing other needed structures. 
The epidemic Which prevailed in that 
institution last summer attracted wide at­ 
tention aud elicited much discussion, it it 
easy lo be wise atter the fact. The health 
of the boys, and ail connected with the 
school, had been for years exceptionally 
good, under clrcuuismnces and conditions, 
to ah appearance precisely similar to those 
existing when the disease broke out, aud 
the managers are not censurable because 
tney did not, discover the indiscoverable. 
Toe total number of cases of typho malar­ 
ial feyer, in a population of near 500. was 
39, six of them terminating fatally. The 
promptness, vigor and skill with which 
the disease was handled after its breaking 
>ut, is creditable to the managers aud the 
Ltlending phyician. 
The managers of the industrial {School 
tor Girls rn Milwaukee are not required to 
report to the State, but do, lo tact, favor 
mu with a copy of their report when pub­ 
lished. Not having received their report 
tor the past year, I am unable to give you 
the details of their work. 
I have, how­ 
ever, vibited their institution, and been 
much gratified and encouraged in witness­ 
ing the (success of the labors of the philan­ 
thropic ladies who have Its management 
in charge. I am persuaded that the advan­ 
tages of this 
school are not sufficiently 
kuown or 
appreciated throughout the 
state. 
Magistrates and others who are 
clothed 
with 
authority 
aud 
with 
responsibilities in such matters, should see 
to it that 
boys are sent to the school 
in VV tsktsh*. 
Woman’s Influence and ex­ 
ample, for evil, es well as for good, are far 
more potent than mao’s, and hence it is 
vitally important that girls whose sur­ 
roundings or habits are leading them into 
the the paths of shame, sin, crime, should 
be rebca*-d—rescued uot alone for them ­ 
selves but for public good. 
The buff ling undine alto occupied by 
the Industrial School for Girls, are the 
property of the state. There is some neces­ 
sary grading to be done upon and around 
me grounds, &Ld something also should be 
uoue rn the way of oroameutation, by 
planting trues, constructing walks and 
other wise. 
The managers have no funds 
with which to do this work or means of 
securing them, except by voluntary beue- 
lactions, aod all that eau be secured in this 
way aru needed to meet current expense! 
I therefore recommend an appropriation to 
ihc managers to enable them to inako theie 
necessary improvements. 
DEPENDENT CHILDREN. 
I ciQDot forbear lo this connection 
calling attention to the unsatisfactory pro- 
vision made by the state for the care of 
dependent children who are eimply poor 
aud without homes. 
The authorities are 
by law wisely prohibited from Sending 
mein to the poorhouse, aod with equal 
reason ought to bu prohibited from sending 
them to the industrial schools. They ought 
not to be brought into association or contact 
with paupers or with children who are 
incorrigible or who have begun criminfcl 
practice. 
Their true places are in the 
thorn iuds of homes where they are needed 
and would bu welcome, where they could 
confer as well &9 receive benefits. 
Insti­ 
tution life at best is but a poor substitute 
for home, aud in the cases of these children 
should bu ouiy a halting and distributing 
station. 
The more I reflect upon this sub­ 
ject the more positive become my convic­ 
tions, that the next public enterprise to be 
undertaken lo Wisconsin should be a 
school tor dependent children, separate and 
distinct from the industrial schools. 
STATE FRISON. 
The number of convicts confined in the 
Sta e Prison, september 30, 1879, was 309 
thirty-seven less than were there a year 
previous. The average number in con­ 
finement was 323— nine less than the aver­ 
age for the preceding year. There were 
inly 130 commitments during the year, as 
against 213 for the year ending {September 
30, 1878. It does not follow, however, 
mat there has been a decrease la crime, as 
uuder the change rn the law relating to 
larceny, many are uow sentenced to county 
jails 
who were formerly seat to blate 
Prison I am very reluctant to recommend 
a return to the law as it was prior to the 
revision of the statutes, aud yet it must be 
conceded that incarceration in the average 
jail is not conducive to reformation of 
character. However unfortunate it may be 
for this class of offenders, it certainly is 
creditable to the btate, that our criminal 
population is not numerous enough to jus- 
tity the erection of an intermediate prison. 
A temporary aud tentative solution of the 
problem may possibly be found in utilizing 
the north wing of the prison at Waupun 
as an intermediate prison, under some ap ­ 
propriate name other than blate Prison. 
This would obviate the necessity of erect­ 
ing new aud expensive buildings and pro­ 
viding an extra corps of superintendents 
and officers, and measurably remove the 
odium attaching to sentence to State P ris­ 
on.- 
Of the 130 convicts committed to the 
btate Prison daring the last fiscal year, 
only twenty had theretofore been lo prison 


for 
the 
current 
fiscal 
year 
are 
estimated at $42,825.00, of which the 
prisoners’ earnings are not expected to 
pay to exceed three-fourths. 
It seems 
almost impossible to correct the false im­ 
pression, that because the prison author!* 
ties do not ask for appropriations the 
prison has become sell supporting. 
The 
woe is apparently not far distant when 
the accumulated capital will be exhausted, 
aud moderate appropriations be required 
to meet deficiencies—and rn justice to all 
concerned this fact should not be forgot­ 
ten. It bas been.the aim of the directors and 
warden, first of all, to place the prison on 
the highest ground as a reformatory, and 
this from considerations of wise economy 
as well as utility. The great cost of crime 
is not in prison expenses, but io the expen­ 
ditures looking to the protection of life 
and property, and the arrest, detention 
and conviction of criminals. 
The directors renew their recommenda­ 
tions of last year id regard to the good 
time law and extra provision in extreme 
cases for discharged prisoners, and I com­ 
mend these recommendations to 
your 
favorable considerations. I also renew the 
recommendations contained.in my previ­ 
ous messages in regard to the substitution 
of intermediate for fixed sentences. 


BENEVOLENT INSTITUTIONS. 


The trustees of tho Wisconsin Soldiers' 
Orphans’ Home have submitted their four* 
teenth annual report, and therein given a 
brief resume of the work done and the 
expenses incurred in the prosecution of 
this charity since the 31st day of March, 
1866, when the Home was adopted by the 
state, bix 
hundred 
aud elgbty-three 
children 
have 
shared 
in 
the 
benefits 
oi 
the Home, 
aod 
the 
ifttal cost to the state has been $343,300. 
From the Ward and Smith fund, originally 
amounting to $25,554 97, and its ac2umul&* 
lions, there has been paid to the former 
inmates of the Home the sam of $18,- 
716.99, and there remaios on hand, in cash 
aud bonds, the sum of $15,552.77. 
At the Northern Hospital for the Insane 
757 patients have received treatment, of 
whom 65 were discharged recovered and 68 
improved. 
The daily average of patients 
was 553. 
The total expenditures were 
$132,452.62, of which $21,985 56 were for 
additions, repairs and improvements, leav­ 
ing as current expenses.ttie sum of $110,- 
4G7.06, or at the rate of $209 tor each pa­ 
tient. The current expenses for the next 
hospital year are estimated at $122,991.96, 
requiring an appropriation, in adduiou to 
other sources of revenue, of $72,339.45. 
The superintendent an I trustees think it 
expedient to c instruct a tunnel from Lake 
Winnebago to the hospital in order to se­ 
cure an adequate and unfailing supply of 
water, and not rely, aa now, exclusively 
upon the artesian well, which may fail. 
The estimated cost of tne improvement is 
$15,000 OO. 
Tfiey also a*>k appropriations 
for a steam fire engine, $5,090 00, and sun­ 
dry other purposes $3.5t 0 OO. 
The Wisconsin State Hospital for the In­ 
sane has given treatment to 607 patients 
during the year. aud reports 37 discharged 
cured, and 35 discharged improved. The 
average number nuder treatment was 425. 
and the tot* I expenditures were $135,555.82, 
of which $30 951.83 were for additions, re­ 
pairs and improvements, by which, among 
other points gained, the capacity of the 
hcspital has been increased to accommo­ 
date 180 additional patients. Some of these 
additions had not been authorized by the 
Legislature, but it was practicabio to secure 
so much additioual room for such compar­ 
atively trilling expense, altogether unpre­ 
cedented in the history of hospital con­ 
struction, that the trustees ventured to an­ 
ticipate your approval of the necessary 
expenditures therefor. The current ex 
penaes at this hospital were $104,003 99 — 
an average of $246 12 for each patient. 
The current expenses for the next hospital 
year are estimated at $121,550.00, to meet 
which, in addition to otner revenues, $79,- 
057.00 must be appropriated. The increase 
Hi the number of patients beyond the num­ 
ber estimated for, will occasion a deficien­ 
cy in the fuuds before the close of the hos­ 
pital year. 
To meet this deficiency and 
for other purposes, additional appropria­ 
tions, aggregating $55.16G.OO, are request­ 
ed. I do uot clearly understand, from the 
report of the board, their method of arriv­ 
ing at tnis sum, but you wilt be able to 
determine the amouut required for actual 
necessities by ascertaining the condition oi 
their treasury at me present time, and the 
probable demands upon it for the current 
year. 
A t the Institution for the Eiucation of 
the Blind. OO pupils were in attendance. 
The total expt-udiiures were $20,051 80, ot 
which $18,653 84 were for current expen­ 
ses, the average per scholar being $207.26. 
The estimates tor the pre?eut year are 
$18,000 for current expenses, and $1,200 
for special improvements. 
The cost ot 
salaries and wages was $0,420.57, aud of 
subsistence, $4,385 87. 
At the Institution for tho Education of 
the Deaf and Dumb, 187 names were upon 
the register at the close of the fiscal year, 
with an actual attendance of 122, several of 
the younger children having been returned 
to their homes after the fire. The total 
disbursements were $39 318 50, of which 
$1,210 06 were tor permanent improve­ 
ments and replacing articles lost in the 
fire. The cost of salaries and wages was 
$12,363 62, and of subsistence, $6,266 36 
The current expenses for the present year 
are estimated at $32,090. 
Experiments are being conducted at this 
institution in tho 
articulate system of 
teaching, with most satisfactory results 
Nearly one-third of the pupils have re­ 
ceived instruction in the use ol the yoice, 
and the progress made encourages the 
trustees to continue the system. 
It is known to all that the main building, 
erected by the state for the accommodation 
of this institution, was totally consumed by 
fire, September IO, 1879. Fortunately the 
only loss was in the Destruction of proper 
ty and the temporary inconvenience to the 
school. Immediately upon hearing of this 
disaster, I went to Delavan, aud there met 
the fuff Board of Trustees. The citizens 
of Delavan generously opened their bouses 
to the homeless teachers aud pupils, and 
their hospitality was accepted for a time 
for the girls and some of their teachers— 
the boys finding quarters in the gymnasi­ 
um aud other buildings not burned. 
Mott 
of the furniture, clothing of pupils, and 
school room appliances had been saved, 
aud it therefore became practicable, ai 
very moderate expense, to fit up the build­ 
ings, not destroyed, for temporary use, and 
keep the school in progress. 
With my full 
approbation this course was determined 
od, and lo fact the regular lessons were 
omitted but for one day. 
An early special 
appropriation should be made to meet the 
expenses incurred in the prosecution of 
this work. 
I have no special recommendations to 
submit in regard to the future of the insti 
Hon. I assume that the state of Wisconsin 
will continuo to provide ample accommo- 


spires or towers, or that the accommoda­ 
tions for teachers or pupils should be pala­ 
tial in any respect. The plans and estimates 
should receive your careful attention and 
scrutiny. 
Pending the erection of buildings for 
this institution, I would recommend that 
such of the deaf and dumb chil Iren in the 
state as cannot be accommodated al Dela­ 
van, should be furnished instruction and 
maintenance at the Phonological Institute 
in Milwaukee, at the expense of the state. 
This will furnish instruction to those who 
need it. render much ueedcd assistance to 
one of the youngest and most promising of 
our private charities, and give an oppor­ 
tunity to test the respective merits of the 
two systems of instruction, the one con­ 
fined exclusively to tho articulate method, 
and the other combining both the sign ana 
articulate methods. 
As In preceding years, I have visited all 
the State institutions daring the year, and 
most of them more than once. 
The more 
familiar I become with the workings of 
each, the greater is my interest in its spec­ 
ial mission, and the more I am co vinced 
that the management of each is efficient 
and faithful. I do not presume to judge of 
every detail of administration, nor to In­ 
quire into all the reasons for appointments 
and discharges. Boards of management 
and control are clothed with important 
responsibilities, and of necessity must be 
accorded a correspondingly liberal discre­ 
tion in the choice of ways and Yneans, and 
subordinates. 
Unquestionably, it is the 
duty ot the Governor to exercise such a 
degree of supervision aa may be necessary 
to prevent mal-administration ; but further 
than that he cannot be expected to go. 
Some complaints in this direction have 
reached me daring the past year, and in 
every such case I have deemed it my duty 
to make, or cause inquiry to be made; have 
sometimes advised with toe local board; 
aod, had occasion required, should have 
used tho discretionary authority confided 
to the Governor for that purpose. 
I have every reason to believe that the 
educational and charitable institutions in 
the State, under private management and 
supported by private benefactions, are in 
all ways meeting the just expectation of 
their founders and promoters. 
They sup­ 
plement and complete the work wnicb tne 
State can do only la part. There ought to 
be, and I believe taere is, cordial co-opera­ 
tion between them and the State institu­ 
tions. 
The labors of the 
STATE BOARD OF CHARI HES AND REFORM* 
duriog the past year, as iQ those preceding 
it, have been more onerous than pleasant, 
and, as frequently happens to public ser­ 
vants 
the good that they do is not 
so much talked about as the evil that may 
escape their notice. In addition to their 
accustomed duties, they were required by 
my order to investigate into the manage­ 
ment of the House of Correction iu Mil­ 
waukee county. The detail and lesultof 
that investigation have been widely pub­ 
lished tn tho public press and I forbear to 
repeat them here. I heartily concur In 
the recommendation of the board, that the 
law authorizing the confinement of prison­ 
ers in that institution for offenses which 
mother counties would bu punished by 
confinement in state prison, should bu 
repealed. 
You will find the general report of the 
Board an interesting aad comprehensive 
document, well worthy your most studious 
perusal 
THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH AND VITAL 
STATISTICS 
have been active aud untiring in the dis­ 
charge of the duties confided in them, and 
are untitled to the gratitude of the peo­ 
ple for the goc J they are accomplishing. 
I especially commend to your attention 
that portion of their report wnlch treats ut 
illuminating oils. 
Numerous accidents 
have occurred in Wisconsin during the 
past year, inconsequence of using iaierior 
oil. 
The law should be amended so a9 to 
prohibit the sale of any oil oi fire test be­ 
low the point of practical safecy as deter­ 
mined by experts. 


GEOLOGICAL SURVEY 
By terms of the {aw, the 31st day of 
Match last was designated as the date for 
the completion of the geological survey of 
tne State, but the f unctions of toe chief 
geologist were continued for the purpose 
of completing tne publication^ or the re­ 
port, aud tne payment of a lair compensa­ 
tion therefor authorized. 
The 
repoft of tuts officer shows that 
Volume III is in the h&nus of the book 
hinder, and that about half the „material 
for Volume IV is in stereotype plates. 
Volume I, wuich by the terms of the law, 
must embrace a summary of general geolo­ 
gy aod the leading 
tacts and principles 
relating to the material interests of the 
8tate, and be so arranged so as to consti­ 
tute a key to the more perfect understand­ 
ing of the whole report, must necessarily 
await the completion of the other volumes. 
The manuscript for this volume is,however, 
in part prepared, and the present year 
may witness the final summing up of this 
work. 
The expenses of the survey from Octo­ 
ber!, 1378, to March 31, 1879, the date of 
the cessation of all fixed salaries, were 
$5,000 
Since that date there has been 
paid the sum of $958.85. 
FISH CULTURE. 
The report of Commissioners of Fisheries 
is made direct to the Lcgialaiure. 
Tho 
report for the past year, prepared by tho 
secretary, will he found unum illy fail .and 
interesting, and I trust, satisfactory. 
Our 
efforts in restocking 
lakes aud rivers 
with the kinds of fish best adapted to them 
have been eminently successful, and the 
experimental s^age of the enterprise has 
been safely past. It only ;remains for the 
Legislature 
to 
determine from year to 
year how much shall be done, aDd the re­ 
sults can be predicted with as much cer­ 
tainty as in any other branch of industry. 
Tne expenditures for the last calendar 
year were $5,305 95, the amount on hand 
for the present year is $5,731 90, and an 
appropriation of $5,090is requested for next 
year. 


RAILROADS. 
From the report of tne Railway Com­ 
missioner, it appears that 89.90 miles of 
new railroad have 
been

Wisconsin during the past year, making 
the aggregate number ol miles n<»w iii t»p- 
ptratiou 2,923 40, inclusive of 107.4* miles 
of narrow gauge track. 
Tile total number 
of miles operated by the companies repor­ 
ted to the commissioner Is 4.705.U3. 
The 
cost of these roads aud their equipments 
as represented by capital stock and out­ 
standing bonds, is $205.135,806 88, aud 
the net earnings are reported at $12,691,- 
096 OO, beiog an overage of 0 2 per cent, 
on the assumed cost 
The toLal number 
of passengers carried on all the lines was 
5,336,688, and the freight carried amounted 
to 7,997,399 tons, Tho uumber ol personal 
casualties in Wisconsin was 133. as against 
190 the previous year.

entire 
lines of these 
roads, in 
all the 
stares, 
there

% casualties. 
The 
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number of 
passengers killed was two, 
neither of them In this state, and the num­ 
ber injured was eight. It seems almost 
Incredible that of the whole number cf 
passengers carri,.d only ten were injured ;

managers and superintendents, but upon 
the skili and fidelity of the thousands of 
mechanics and workmen in the shops and 
along the line, and upon the conductors 
and engineers, and their assistants, who 
run the trains.
